SACRAMENTO. May 2.— A bill

I ed cigarets from moving vehicles, 
was signed by Governor Richardson 
I yesterday. 
“This is one of the best pieces, 
I of legislation ever enacted to pre- 
J vent forest fires.” the chief execu- 
! tive stated in affixing his signature 
to the bill. 
“Investigations of the state for­ 
ester and state board of forestry 
show that cigarets, particularly of 
the ‘tailor made* variety, are the 
largest factors in starting forest 
and other fires. 
, 
“The bill prohibits throwing of 
lighted cigarets or cigars or other 
j burning 
substances 
which 
m ay: 
j cause a fire, from any moving ve- j 
j hide. 
“If properly enforced, this ’egis-! 
I lation will reduce forest and other] 
fires at least one-half.” 
The bill, known as S. B. No. 362. 
also prohibits the burning of tim ­ 
ber. slash, brush or forest cover 
or grass between May 16 and Octo- 
ber 31 without a 
written 
permit 
from the state forester. 
Governor Richardson points out 
that hundreds of deaths by burning 
and millions of dollars of damage < 
by fire can be traced directly to. 
“the deadly cigaret.

Heretofore the time Involved in 
the process of exhausting a tube 
has been about 15 minutes. 
The new* process differs radically 
It is said. from the well known m er­ 
cury vapor pump method of ob­ 
taining a vacuum, in that rotating 
valves immersed In heavy vegeta­ 
ble oil extract the aid and residual 
gases of the m etallic elements in 
the tube. The momentum of these 
rotary valves, together 
arith 
the 
uniform consistency of the oil and 
the controlled tem perature of the 
exhaust room, make for a vacuum 
of the highest possible degree. 
“The kind of vacuum 
obtained 
depends upon how thoroughly the 
m etallic elem ents In the tube give 
up their residual gases," Metcalf 
says. ‘T o aid in this release, high- 
tension 
electrical 
currents 
are 
caused to pass between the ele­ 
m ents while the exhaustion is in 
progress. 
“The installs used must be able 
to w ithstand 90© degrees Fahren­ 
heit which brings about a complete 
release of their gases without thej 
possibility of their ever being re-1 


absorbed. The peculiar high-tension 
current used causes 
a 
cracking 
action on the released gases and 
breaks them ap. 
“W ater vapor, heretofore a trou­ 
ble maker, Is so entirely split up 
by the process that it is no longer 
a factor, and with the complete 
elimination of water vapor, the 
process 
insures 
a uniform and 
proper vacuum.”

by a hollow 
tube 
through the center.

the explorer* broke off the end of 
one of these brittle stalactites and 
thereupon had a faucet from which 
they Recured drinking water. 
Th© hest cave "pearls" are truly 
spherical.

white with a natural gloss. C arls­ 
bad cavern is the only cave in tho 
United States which la known to 
have these unique cav© products.

Cave "pearl*" are found in pools 
on the floors of certain cham bers 
of Carlsbad cavern.

from the celling. Tiny fragm ents 
of stone fall into the pool and th© 
dissolved rock In th© w ater begins 
to form about these particles. The 
splash of the drop im parts a slight 
motion to th© "seed pearl" keeping 
it from being fastened to the cave 
floor.

Some of the cave oddities afford 
puzzles which have proved too deep 
for the cave explorers them selves.

turn meekly to Newton’s laws of 
gravitation again by doing another 
“column rig h t” 
And why should a stalactite after 
some years of growth downward, 
start growing in a cone toward the 
celling? 
And how can a Gordian 
knot and a Medusa head be made 
in stone? No satisfactory scientific 
explanation has been advanced for 
these peculiar contortions. 
Rings Show Age 
T hat stalactites and stalagm ites, 
the lim estone tw ins of caves, have 
rings showing annual grow ths just 
like trees is revealed in cross sec­ 
tions cut, polished and on exhibi­ 
tion. 
There is a basis, not w ith as 
accurate a m easure the age of the 
stone icicles, by counting tile rings. 
In these circles are seen another 
possibility which is being probed, 
of determ ining 
the age 
of 
the 
Pueblo Bonito Indian dwellings ex­ 
cavated bv the National Geographic 
society in the northern part of 
New Mexico. 
By comparing the rings In the logs 
found in old missions with logs in 
Pueblo Bonito ruins, it wag hoped 
that data could be obtained for fix­ 
ing the century 
in 
which 
this 
"apartm ent house" resounded with 
the ring of voices. 
But a gap in 
the ring m easurem ents thus far 
prevents final determ ination. 
The 
possibility Is, seen of finding cave 
form ations with regular grow ths 
whose rings would fit 
with 
the 
rings of th© trees showing rainy 
yea:* and dry years and close the 
gap in Pueblo Bonito chronology.
